passed." He would have organized industry agree not to re- 
duce wages.during the life of the armistice and to submit all 
differences, trj arbitration, -On the other hand, labor should 
agree'to a policy of non-interruption of production during Ihe 
llfei'of (he armistice, and should also stand ready for arbitra- 
tloh of all differences between employers and employed. Hm- 
ployers should be willing to give a good day's pay for a good 
day's work, and workmen should be ready to do a good clay's 
work for a good day's pay. 


It will-occur to many that if,employers and woikingmcn 


\verfi re.ady for such an arrangement'as Mr. Mason proposes 
there would -hardly be need of .action of the kind suggested 
Substantially all would be practicing (he Golden Rule, which 
if universally followed Would speedily solve (he ugly problems 
of the day, but.which does not seem, to be especially popular 
at the present time. On Ihe contrary, there appears to be a 
too general disposition (o grab everything in sight regardless 
of :lhe consequences to others, with the result that there is in- 
dustrial war where (here should be industrial peace. 


But things arc just as they are ,and Mr. Mason's proposition 


should not be dismissed without a-hcaring. It is planned lo 
present it at the industrial conference lo be held in Washing- 
Ion early in October, and, if it-is, it will be interesting to see 
how it is received by employers and workers. 


It is certain that if anything can be done fo clarify the at- 


mosphere and improve conditions''so that industry can go 'for- 
ward without interruption until business can be restored to a 
normal basis no time should be lost in applying the remedy. 


The suggestion that arbitration should take the place of ; 
strikes and lockouts,in adjusting differences between capital 
and labor is to the point. The discouraging thought in this 
connection is that there has been a great deal of taik'about 
arbitration in the past,'with many attempts to put it in prac- 
tice.xhut in too many cases,lhere has been refusal to abide by 
the decisions. Such-action is fatal to any scheme of arbitra- 
tion. However, there could be.no harm "in trying again, and 
that attention is being turned in that direction must be consid- 
ered a healthful sign.
